Dear Counsel: 

This letter confirms the agreement between yom: client, Juvon Searles and the Office of the 
United States Attorney for the District of Columbia (hereinafter also referred to as "the Govermnent" 
or "this Office"), If your client accepts the terms and conditions of this offer, please have your client 
e^cecute this document in the space provided below. Upon receipt of the executed document, this 
letter will become the plea agreement. The terms of the offer are as follows: 

Juvon Searles' Obligations, Acknowledgments and Waivers : 

L Your client, Juvon Searles, agrees to admit guilt and enter a plea of guilty to Count Two 
of the indictment, in violation of 18 U.S.C,§ 924(c)(1). Your client understands that pursuant to 
924(c) the charge carries a sentence of not less than five years incarceration and not less than three 
years supervised release, and a maximum term of imprisonment of life, a fine of not more than 
$250,000 and up to five years of supervised release. In addition, your client agrees to pay a special 
assessment of $100 per felony tconviction to the Clerk of the United States District Court for the 
District of Columbia prior to the date of sentencing. Your client also understands that pursuant to 
1 8 U.S. C. Section 3571 and Section 5E1 .2 of the Sentencing Guidehnes, the Court may also impose 
a fine that is sufficient to pay the federal government the costs of any imprisonment, term of 
supervised release and period of probation. 

2. Your client and the government agree and will acknowledge at the time of the plea of 
guilty to the criminal charge stated above, that pursuant to Section 2K2.4(b) of the Sentencing 
Guidelines, his guideline sentence is the minimum term of imprisonnient required by statute, that 
i s five years of imprisonment.

3. The Government further agrees that it will not seek an upward departure from the 
otherwise applicable guideUne range estabUshed by the Sentencing Gnidelines. Your client 
understands and acknowledges that the terms of this paragraph apply only to conduct that occurred 
prior to the execution of this agreement. Should your client commit any conduct after the date of 
this agreement that would form the basis for an increase in your client's base offense level or justify 
an upward departure (examples of which include but are not limited to, obstruction of justice^ failure 
to appear for a court proceeding, criminal conduct while pending sentencing, and false statements 
to law enforcement agents, the probation officer or Court), the Government is free under tiais 
agreement to seek an increase in the base offense level based on that post-agreement conduct. 

4. In addhion, your client agrees to waive your client's interest in and not to contest the 
administrative forfeiture of the following property: a Ruger firearm and all drug evidence, as 
property constituting, or derived from, proceeds obtained, directly or indirectly, as the result of 
illegal drug trafficking and/or property used or intended to be used to commit or to facilitate illegal 
drug trafficking. Your client acknowledges and agrees that the Government reserves its right to 
bring a civil action(s), if necessary, in any jurisdiction for the forfeiture of any of your client's assets, 
real or personal, that are subject to forfeiture pursuant to any federal statute. 

5. Your client agrees not to obj ect to the Government's recommendation to the Court at the 
time of the plea of guilty in this case that, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 3143, your client be detained 
without bond pending your client's sentencing in this case. 

6. In entering this plea of guilty, your client understands and agrees to waive certain rights 
afforded to your client by the Constitution of the United States and/or by statute, including: the right 
against self-incrimination with respect to the offense(s) to which your client is pleading guilty; the 
right to an indictment; the right to be tried by a jury ,or by a judge sitting without a jury; the right to 
be assisted by an attorney at trial; and the right to confront and cross-examine witnesses. Your client 
further agrees that the District Judge should make any Sentencing Guidelines determinations. 

7. Your client understands that the sentence in this case will be imposed in accordance with 
18 U.S.C. Sections 3553(a) and 3553(c) througli (f), upon consideration of the United States 
Sentencing Commission's Guidelines Manual . Your client firrther understands that the sentence to 
be imposed is a matter solely within the discretion of the Court. Your client acknowledges that the 
Court is not obligated to follow any recommendation of the Government at the time of sentencing. 

8 . Your client understands that this Office reserves its lull right of allocution for purposes 
of sentencing in this matter. In addition, if in this plea agreement the Government has agreed to 
recommend or refrain from recommending to the Court a particular resolution of any sentencing 
issue, the Government reserves its right to fiiU allocution in any post-sentence litigation in order to 
defend the Court's ultimate decision on such issues. Your client frplher understands that the 
Government retains its full right of allocution in connection with any post-sentence motion which 
may be filed in this matter and/or any proceeding(s) before the Bureau of Prisons. In addition, your 
client acknowledges that the Government is not obligated and does not intend to file any downward 
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departure sentencing motion under Section 5K1J of the Sentencing Guidelines, 18 U.S. C. Section 
3 553(e), or any post-sentence downward departure motion in this case pursuant to Rule 35(b) of the 
Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure. 

9. Your client understands and agrees that your client will not be allowed to move to 
withdraw the guilty plea entered under this agreement solely because of the harshness of the 
sentence imposed. Such a motion to withdraw shall constitute a breach of this agreement. 



THE GOVERNMENT'S OBLIGATIONS, ACKNOWLEDGMENTS AND WAIVERS: 

10. This Office will request that the Court dismiss the remaining counts of the indictment 
in this case at the time of sentencing. Your client, however, agrees and acknowledges that the 
charges to be dismissed at the time of sentencing were based in fact. 

1 1 , The Government agrees that the base offense level for the crime[s] to which your client 
is pleading guilty should be decreased by three levels based upon your client'' s acceptance of 
responsibility and wiU file a motion with the Court, pursuant to Section 3E1 . 1 , provided that your 
client cooperates and is truthful and candid during the pre-sentence investigation, and does not 
attempt to obstruct justice, deceive, withhold, or otherwise mislead any law enforcement agent, the 
Courts the Probation Office or the Government concerning any issue relevant to the imposition of 
sentence. Your client agrees not to seek any decreases in your client's base offense level other than 
those which are agreed to by the Government in this paragraph. Your client fiirther agrees not to 
seek a downward departure for any reason fi:om the otherwise applicable guideline range established 
by the Sentencing Guidelines. Your client understands and acknowledges that the position of the 
Government with respect to your client's base offense level, like any other recommendation made 
by the United States Attorney's Office at the time of sentencing, is not binding on the Probation 
Office or the Court, neither of which are parties to this agreement. Your client understands and 
acknowledges that the failure of the Court to sentence your client in accordance with the terms of 
this paragraph shall not be grounds for your client to withdraw his/her the plea of guilty in this case. 

General Conditions 

12, This letter sets forth the entire understanding between the parties and constitutes the 
complete plea agreement between your client and the United States Attorney's Office for flie District 
of Columbia. This agreement supersedes all prior understandings, promises, agreements, or 
coiiditions, if any, between this Office and your client. 

13. This agreement only binds the United States Attorney's Office for the District of 
Columbia. It does not bind any other United States Attomey*s Office or any other office or agency 
of the United States Government, including, but not limited to, the Tax Division of the United States 
Department of Justice, the Internal Revenue Service of the United States Department of the Treasury; 
or any state or local prosecutor. These individuals and agencies remain free to prosecute your client 
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for any offense(s) committed within tiieir respective jurisdictions. 

14, There are no other agreements, promises, imderstaadings or rnidertakdngs b etween your 
client and this Office . Your client understands and acknowledges that there can be no valid addition 
or alteration to this agreement unless the modification is made on the record in open Court or made 
in a writing signed by all of the parties.

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WAIVER OF DNA TESTING 

I have been advised that there are items of physical evidence in the government's possession 
that could be subj ected to DNA testing. I understand that the government does not intend to conduct 
DNA testing of any of these items, specifically blood swabs that were retrieved from the gun in this 
case. 

I understand that I could request DNA testing of evidence in this case in the current 
proceedings. I further understand that, if this court enters a judgment of conviction for the offense 
to which I am about to plead guilty, I could request DNA testing of evidence in this case after 
conviction under the conditions specified in 18 U.S*C. § 3600. 

Knowing and understanding my right to request DNA testing, I hereby knowingly and 
voluntarily waive and give up that right. I understand that this waiver applies to DNA testing of all 
items of evidence identified in this waiver statement, and any other items of evidence there maybe 
in this case that could be subjected to DNA testing. I fijulher understand that I am waiving the right 
to request DNA testing of evidence in this case in the current proceedings^ in any proceeding 
following conviction under 18 U.S.C. § 3600 in which DNA testing may be requested. I fially 
understand that, as a result of my waiver at this time of the right to DNA testing, I will never have 
another opportunity to have the evidence in this case submitted for DNA testing or to employ the 
results of DNA testing to support a claim that I am innocent of the offense to which I am pleading 
guilty. 

I have fiiUydiscussed the significance of DNA testing with my attorney, and I am aware from 
that discussion that, if I were innocent of the charge to which I am entering a plea of guilty, DNA 
testing could assist me in estabhshing my innocence. I am satisfied with my attorney ' s explanation 
concerning DNA testing and the advice my attomey has provided to me concerning the consequences 
of waiving the right to request DNA testing.
